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INAUGURATION OF PRESIDENT 
H. W. REHERD. 


It was a happy coincidence that the 
day set for the inauguration of Dr. 
Reherd as President of the college, 
Oct. 2nd, was the first anniversary of 
his election to the office. The inau- 
guration exercises were held at the 
Gunton Memorial Chapel. The in- 
spiring program was listened to by a 
large audience. Old friends of the 
college said it was one of the most 
enjoyable and hopeful occasions in the 
history of the school. Nearly all the 
denominations of the city were repre- 
sented on the program, and the unity 
of spirit demonstrated that it was pos- 
sible for all churches to concentrate 
on the upbuilding of the one Christian 
college of Utah. The two addresses 
of the evening were “The Charge to 
the President,” delivered by Dr. James 
E. Clarke of Nashville, Tenn., Asso- 
ciate Secretary of the Presbyterian 
College Board, and the “Inaugural Ad- 
dress” by President Reherd. Dr. 
Clarke spoke from the theme, “Be an 
Evangelist,” maintaining that a true 
educator must be an evangelist in the 
best sense, while Dr. Reherd set forth 
his ideals for the college under the 
caption, “Westminster College—lIts 
Place, Program and Plea.” He dem- 
onstrated that there is a demand for 
such a college by the side of the State 
University, outlined the program of 
the college, and made a plea for a 
united constituency, and for the in- 
vestment of $1,000,000 in the next ten 
years—$500,000 for buildings and 
equipment, and $500,000 for endow- 
ment. An informal reception for Dr. 
and Mrs. Reherd followed the inau- 
guration. 


THE PRE-INAUGURATION PR 
GRAM. 


On the night preceding the inau- 
guration of the President, a general 
educational meeting was held in the 
First. M. E. Church, which was ad- 
dressed by Governor William Spry on 
“Education and the State” and by Dr. 
James E. Clarke on “Christian Educa- 
tion for the Sake of the State.” Both 
addresses were listened to with inter- 
est. The Governor, although a Mor- 
mon, is broad minded enough to en- 
courage all good systems of educa- 
tion. Dr. Clarke’s address was a forci- 
ble argument for the Christian college 
as an aid to the State. It was from a 
standpoint new to many people and 
produced a marked impression. This 
address deserves a wide circulation in 
printed form. 


DEDICATION OF COYNER ME- 
MORIAL GATEWAY. 


On Thursday afternoon,, Geta 
Synod gathered with the college stu- 
dents and friends for the dedication 
of the attractive entrance gateway of 
the college. This is a memorial erected 
by the Alumni in honor of Prof John. 
M. Coyner, the founder of the Salt 
Lake Collegiate Institute. The day 
was ideal and the occasion a delight- 
fully interesting one. Addresses were 
made by Hon. E. B. Critchlow, on 
“John M. Coyner;” by Dean Geo. B. 
Sweazey on “Ideals of the School,” 
and by President H. W. Reherd on 
“Future Memorials.” 
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THE PRESENT CONDITION AT 
WESTMINSTER. 


Many persons interested in mission 
work in Utah do not know how mat- 
ters stand at Westminster College. A 
few facts will be desirable at . this 
time. The college campus contains 
more than 20 acres, and is beautifully 
situated in a fine residential section 
in the southeast part of Salt Lake 
City. The property is worth about 
$225,000., and has not nor ever can 
have any indebtedness upon it. Four 
new and modern buildings are in use 
—Converse Hall, an administration 
and recitation building—Ferry Hall, a 
ladies’ dormitory—Gunton Memorial 


her daughter, Mrs. M. 
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Chapel, and the central heating plant. , 


The college has an endowment of 
$1,750, and at present receives tem- 
porarily the interest on $47,000. There 
is a faculty of eleven, and a student 
body of about 100, which will probably 
reach 120 by the end of the year. The 
enrollment is 50 per cent greater than 
at this date last year. The loyalty of 
the student body is unusual, and the 
quality of work done is second to none 
in the state. Because it is the only 
Protestant Christian college in the 
State, all denominations are uniting 
locally to upbuild it. It never was so 
well or so favorably known in the 
State as today. After a thorough ex- 
amination by Associate Secretary, Dr. 
James E. Clarke, the Presbyterian Col- 
lege Board has given its unqualified 
commendation of the college and has 
doubled its appropriation of last year. 
The outlook for the growth of the 
college is exceedingly good, but it 
must have generous help for current 
expenses as well as for new buildings. 
Its budget this year is $22,000, with a 
sure income of $10,000, leaving $12,000 
to be provided by friends. We are 
trusting the Lord to lead friends of 
Christian education in the Mormon 
state to provide us with the needed 
funds. 
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We are glad to record the receipt 
of $500 from Mrs. Harriet S. Keep of 
Chicago, for our endowment fund. 
Mrs. Keep has made previous gifts to 
the college but this addition to our 
very meagre endowment fund is an 
encouragement, because it expresses 
confidence in the permancy of our 
work.

M. Ferry of Redlands, Cal., 
the greatest living benefactor of the 
college. Although 86 years of age, 
Mrs. Ferry has a keen mind and a 
strong will. She presented through 
F, Allen, her 
annual report as Synodical Correspon- 
ding Secretary, made an address at 
one of Synod’s social gatherings, 
spoke to the students at chapel, and 
attended two college functions. The 
strength and beauty of her life are a 
benediction to all who know her. She 


continues to plan definitely for the 
welfare of the college.

FUTURE COLLEGE MEMORIALS. 


In discussing the question of future 
memorials at the dedication of the 
Coyner Memorial Gateway, President 
Reherd suggested that besides needed 
buildings three less expensive gifts 
would be very acceptable and practical 
viz; a second gateway for the eastern 
entrance to the campus; the grading 
and parking of the western entrance 
driveway and the installation of a 
tower clock. Each of these could be 
provided at no very large expense to 
the donor and each would be a perm- 
anent and valuable addition to the 
campus which some day will become 
one of the beauty spots of the city. 
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The Rio Grande Ave. Baptist church 
of Salt Lake City has set an example 
which we trust will be followed by 
others. They have established a 
scholarship at Westminster college 
and one of their own people is enjoy- 
ing the benefit of it. This is the first 
and only scholarship which the college 
has, although it is giving free tuition 
to a number of worthy students.
